little assistance to political or social science,
but furnishes immense amusement to the
vulgar and untkinking.

CRAZY, AND DIDN'T KNOW IT.

PECULIAR PREDICAMENT OF A MAN
FOR SEVERAL MONTHS.

Simon Groh Adjndged Insane and Never
Notifled—A Bcheme to Beat His Wife
Out of His Inheritance, mnd It Nearly
Worked—His Reason Restored by Law,

HARRISBURG, Dec. 30.—[Special. ]—In
the eves of the law Simon Groh, of this city,
has been a lunatie since early last summer,
though he had no knowledge of any decree
of the law adjudging him—a sane man—in-
sane until o month ago, when he engaged
attorneys to right the wrong. To-day Groh
ru declared sane and competent to handle

he fortune that had been left him.

The circumstances of the case, as related
to the court, show that Grob’s mother died
last spring and left herson an estate in
Lancaster county valued at about $10,000.
Groh's sister and his sen, who live at
Marietta, at once petitioned the court of
this county for the appointment of a com-
mission in lunacy, the son deelaring that
his father was not competent to handle the

money.

The son was appointed to notify the
father of the proceedings, and he reported
to the court that he properly attended
to his duties. 'When testimony was taken
in this gity last summer, Groh’s sister and
his sons by a former marringe gave evidence
that Groh wns insane, though none of them
had seen him for over eight years, when
he left Marietta and moved to this eity
with his second wife. Grobh's son had not
notified him of the proceedings, 50 he was
not present nor was anybody in his behalf.,

The jury had, therefore, only one thing
to do in the case, and it wns done, and Groh
became a legal lunatic. His money ymssed
into the hands of & trusiee and it was in-
vested. Lale in  October, when Groh
thought it was time to have a settlement of
his mother's estate, he visited nis old home
in Marietts, and for the first time learned
what had been done. He returned to
Dauphin county and had the proeeedings
set aside; but the Court required another
commission to inquire into the case again,
with & notice to Groh,

The final proceedings were heard to-day,
and Groh had 60 withesses present to testify
as to his sanity. Distriet Attorney Kun-
kel, one of Grol’s attorneys, says the pur-
pose of having Groh declared a lunatic was
to preyent his second wite from enjoying
the benefit of his money.

MICHAEL MAHAR'S RECALL TO LIFE

ISPECTAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATOH.Y
HAYDENVILLE, Mass, Deec 30.—A
rare medical case, and one that stands al-
most unparalleled in the history of medicine
up to the present time, has been success-
fully treated in this little village. Ttis
the resetting of & broken neck, and the
patient, Michael Mabar, a young man of 22,
after a confinement of three months, is now
able to walk about the village strests,

This remarkable case has been the marvel
of the country physicians round abont, but
no aceount of the operation, which has
been thought to be beyond surgieal skill,
has hitherto been published. Abount three
months ago Dr. Hubert H. Flagg, of
Northampton, while returning from a visit
to a country house, witnessed an asocident
by which two young men in a party of four
were thrown from a wagon. One rolled
into a ditch and pieked himself up, but the
other lay motionless in the road.

A Neck Broken Short Off.

Jumping from his earrisge, the doctor put
his arm under the man's shoulder and
raiged him slightly. The young man’s
head fell over backward until it rested upon
the back between the shoulders. His neck
was broken.

The universal maxim in cases of a broken
neck is: “Make death as easy as possible,"
but Dr. Flagg, when a medical student st
the University of Peansylvania, had decided

Beginning of the Real Battle.

ition all the time. Delicate and exeit-
ng as had been the struggle against death
thus far, it was now that the real battle be-
gan. Toadd to the complications. it was
soon discovered that not only had the neck
been dislocated—or, as it is ordinarily
called, “broken’—but some of the delicate
pieces of hone forming the casing of the
spinal eord bad been er and when
one's fingers were applied to the back of
the neck they eould be felt and heard grat-
ing against one another.

The in tion of the spinal cord was
reduced by s constant spplication of hot
cloths to the back of the neck, night and
day, for more than three weeks. An iron
frame held the head securely, so that the
neck could not again be dislocated by the

ent's writhings. KEvery week young
ew stronger, and a little buneh on
the neck, like the enlargement on welded
iron, showed that the fractured lignments
and broken bone had knit.
Able to Move His Head Once More,

After six weeks he was able to lie on the
l}illowdla'ihthm ithe Inm.l during the day-
time, ough it was always necessary to
replace it :lgmha slept. Then he began to
be able to move his head trom side to side,
and #ter eight weeks it was possible for
him to move it forward and backward very'
gingerly, and at that Dr. Fl began to
hope that he might some tlmelgn‘lhlc to go
without any head brace whatsoeter—in fact,
that he would become mctually as well as
ever.

Three weeks ago Mahar tried the experi-
ment of walkivg, and, finding no difficulis,
now goes out of doors and about the streets,
nfter s most painiul and tedious confine-
ment of three mouths, Every day the neck
is getting stronger, and it is only a question
of time when his remarkable cure will be
complete. In that event the case would be
without & pa.allel in the annals of medi-
:li:z. As it js, there are only two recorded

Mahar's case, aside from its originality,
is chiefly interesting in that it atiows that
the time-honored custom of Z o
broken neck as necessarily must be
abandoned.

A CHAIR OF DEATH,

Bernard Mohan Expires While
» in the Hands of Dentist
W. S. Yates.

HE TOOK VITALIZED AIR,

And Could Not Be Resuscitated After
the Tooth Was Pulled.

THE RESULT OF A POST MORTEM.

Coroner MeDowell Will Conduct & Mosé
Searching Inquiry To-Day.

DR. 8, J. HAYS HAS DECIDED OPINIONS

Bernard Mohan, a glasshlower, aged 31,
died in the dental chair of Dr. W, 8. Yates
yesterday afternoon. His death, aceording
to the post mortem examination, was due to
exhaustion while unnder the influence of
vitalized awr. Tt was also shown that Mohan
was in good health previous to taking the
anaesthetic and that his organs were all nor-
mal and in good condition. Coroner Me-
Dowell will bold an inquest to-day and
make a thorough examination. No arrests
have vet hean made.

Mohan wasa strong, robust fellow, who
weighed 202 pounds and had always been in
good health. His home was on Smallman
street hetween. Twenty-eighth and Twenty-
ninth. He was married and leaves a wife,
but no children. On Tuesday he went to
Dr. Yohe to have the root of a tooth ex-
tracted. The operation would require the
gums to be ent deeply, so he took vitalized
air, When under its influence he could not be
restrained. Dr. Yohe tried to hold him in
the chair so that he could work, but failed
and postponed the operation.

Brought Friends 1o Hold Him.

Yesterdny Mr. Mohan returned with
three friends to keep bim quiet while under
the influence of the vitalized nir. They held
“im for a short time, and then he sremed to
““¢ ttempted to resnscitate his patient,

ould not. 1t was found that his heart
v 4 hesting but- feebly, and Drs. Gentry
and Dickson were sent for. They broughs
into use all means known to medical science
to bring back life, but everything failed, A
battery applied to the man’s heart kept up
the feeble beating for a short time, but
finally that failed, and an hour and a half
after the physicians had been summoned
the mwan wis pronounced dead,

A post mortem examination wns held
later in the day by Dr. MeCandless, Dr.
Gentry and Dr. Koeing, They failed to
discover any organic trouble that eould
have cansed death, and stated that the canse
must have been from the anaesthetic Dr.
Yobe was present. He claimed he had ad-
minyvered only the usnal amount of vital-
ized sur, agd knew no reason for the death.

Coroner MeDowell stated last night that
he eculd not give an opinion as to the cauvse
of death uniil after the inquest. If it shonld
be developed that there was any careless.
ness, he said there would be a thorough in-
vestigation

Dr. Hays Thinks It I's s Warning.

Dr. 8..I. Havs, editor of the Denial and
Surgiral Microcosm, and an expert on all den-
tal questions, viewed the death of Mr. Mo-
han as a warning agniost the use of such
things as vitalized air. He mid: “TIt is
nothing but nitfous oxide gas, or langhing
gas, that has heen so universally eon-
demged. It is eailed an anmsthetie, but in
reality it does nothing bnt produce as-
phyxia. It robs the blood of oxygen
and the effect it produces is simply & step
toward death.

“If the influence lasts too long or & great
amount of the gas is administered, death is
reached. It is like daring death to take it
and even if life conquers, the effect on the
nervous system is one of severe penalry.

“I do not know what caused the death of
Dr. Yates" patient, but if, as the physicians
who held the pest mortem siate, it was due

to exhanstion while under the influ-
ence of vitalized air, T am not
at all sarprised There is & vast

difference hetween ether, chlorafonn, ete.,
nnd nitrous oxide gas, The former pro-
duces p happy state of insensibility, with
the possessions of the forces and funetions
of life. The latter is not an anwmsthetie, for
the reason that it does not contain oxygen
in o free stute, but is simply s suitable nar-
eotie producing exeiting sedative, soporifie
or lodide effects, depending upon
the state of administration. There have
bean scientifio tests to prove what I bave
told you, and altheurh thousands have
taken wo-called ‘langhing gas’ without ap.
parent injury, yef, it antagonizes life from
the very first4nspiration and no man, how-
ever strong, ean be deprived of sensstion by
the loss of vital tarce without some injury
in some way to bis nervons svstem. It may
in consumption, inaauity or both,
Usual Nesalt of an Autopsy.

“When death is cansed an antopsy is
held, and it is generally stated that some

clots of blood were fonnd in the heart or

shme ele-, and (bat th e wor woma
o ic trouble. In the case of Mr. Johan
I believe it was suated that he was in nore
mul condition, and that death must have
heen eansed by the so-enifed vitalized air
This fact will make the investigation inter-
esting.

PBulgeg, late member of the Legislature.
He was emploved st William Hamilton &
Uo.'s glass works on Liberty svenue. Dr.
Yohe heen pmeticing 50 years and ad-
ministering anmstheties 25 years. The
death of yesterday, ke siates, was the firss
in his experience in all that time.
